of the city and t h a t h u n d r e d s of civ­ 
ilians, including women and child­ 
ren who were on th e verge of s t a r ­ 
vation, had sta rted o u t to walk to 
th e United States border.

h u a h u a with a population of n o r ­ 
m ally 35.000 is the m etropolis of 
n o r th e r n Mexico.

an automobile carrying a thousand 
pounds of s u lp h u r was rushed here 
from Suit Lake City in o rd e r 
to 
keep the sm udges going until 
a 
fresh supply arrived on the train to­

addition to 
sulphur all 
the chemicals capable 
of generating poisonous gases that 
could be obtained here were being 
used in the smudges. 
Calls F o r His F riend. 
The only word from Lopez today 
caille early this afternoon when lie 
approached 
the 'bulk 
head 
at 
the 
mouth of the Andy tunnel and call­ 
ed for his friend, Julio 
Corrello. 
When asked what he wanted, 
lie 
<ailed again for Corrello but before 
theh 
latter 
arrived 
he 
had 
retired into the depths of the m oun­ 
d s and Corrello did not 
follow'. 
.Mike V ukovich, a na ive of Monten­ 
egro and a brother-in-law of Deputy 
.Mandrlch, who was killed in S a tu r ­ 
day's battle broke from a crowd of 
spectators and brattishing a revolver 
tried to ! reak down the bulkhead to 
go after Lopez. 
T he 
difficulty lie 
was lead aw ay by 
deputies 
and 
friends. 
Repeatedly since S a tu rd ay 
he had pleaded on his knees for the 
opportunity to p e n e tra te the d a r k ­ 
ness and fight it o u t with th e Mexi­ 
can. 
As night fell 
the sm u d g e s con­ 
tinued to pour their poison back into 
the heart of the m ountain, the m u t ­ 
terings for vengeance from the never 
diminishing crowd of foreig ners be­ 
came hushed

DEMOCRATS BERIN 
WORK ON BILL 


WASHINGTON, Dec. I. 
Congress 
today closed up the extra-ordinary 
session which began April 7th. and 
settled down to the grind of the r e g ­ 
ular “ lo n g ” session, expected to last 
well into 
next 
su m m er. 
Only the 
absolutely necessary formality m a r k ­ 
ed the ending of the old session and 
the beginning 
of the new. 
The senate was a t work practical­ 
ly all day and shortly after the reg ­ 
ular session had been opened began 
consideration of the bill to g ra n t 
San Francisco a water supply right 
in H etch-Hetchy valley. 
An attem p t to institute the pro­ 
posed drastic program of day and 
night sessions for the consideration 
of the adm in istration currency bill 
failed, the Democrats agreeing to al­ 
low final settle m ent of the program 
to go over until tomorrow to give 
the Republicans time to consider it. 


Predict Early Passage. 
(Republican Leader Gallinger and 
Senator Smoot comforted the Demo­ 
crats with the announc em ent that 
the Republicans would m ake no ef­ 
fort to filibuster or obstruct in any 
way the passage of currency leglsla 
tion aud the Democratic leaders to­ 
night predicted the passage of the 
measure before the holidays. 
The currency 
bill as completed 
by the Democratic conference was 
printed nnd prepared for the sen 
ate today and Senator Owen 
p re­ 
sented it as a substitute for the bill 
originally supported by himself and 
the ad m in istratio n Democrats of th e 
batiking and 
currency 
committee. 
Senator Burton. Republican of Ohio 
introduced a currency bill of his own 
which would provide for the forma-1 
tion of a central hank to he owned 
by tile public and operated by th** 
government. 
The house contented 
itself with a brief meeting, form a l­ 
ly opening the new session. The g al­ 
leries were crowded to witness tht 
opening hut the 
formalities 
were 
curtailed.
